President Green Summons Labor 
Chiefs to Capital to Plan 
Campaign.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 4.—The 
strength of the American Federation 
of Labor is to be concentrated on a 
campaign to organize workers in the 
Southern States and to “raise the 
standards of life and living’ there,

Bellefonte. Academy, .where, among 
other things, he played in the back 
field on a team that included stars 
who afterward shone at. the Univer- 
sity of Pittsburgh and Georgetown. 
Connie himself progressed as far as 
Pittsburgh and reported for. the 
freshman team, -but some regula 
tion or other ended his stsy. the first 
week. Subsequently he matriculated 
at Duquesne, where he stayed two 
years, 

That was during the days of the 
old Yell6w Jacket hockey team and 
he took to referceing hockey games. 

‘‘At the start they ‘tried to make 
trouble for me because I was new,”’ 
said Conacher recently. ‘‘It's part 
of the trick to scare.or rattle the 
referee if you can get away with it. 
I remember how that was scttled.
